Is Australia’s World Cup squad settled or 
unsettled? 

With the important World Cup elimina- 
tion match against New Zealand only a few 
weeks ahead, there are disturbing signs that 
the squad could undergo considerable 
change. 

It is now nearly three years since the last 
World Cup; time enough for all experiments 
in team selection to have been made and for 
a settled squad to be established. 

Yet there is clear evidence that, in these 

few weeks,coachRudiGutendorf still 
has not made up his mind about the players 
he will take to New Zealand. " 

Rudi is not to blame, of course, for 
Papp pa pepe 
tion yers Ker n John 
Yzendoorn in doubt. At the same time, his 
sudden call-up of new men like Alan Niven, 
Brian Northcote, John Kosmina and Joe 
Senkalski, plus his statement that he might 
also promote Steve Blair, indicate that 
Gutendorf is STILL trying to find Au- 
stralia’s strongest World Cup line-up. 

As long ago as last November, before the 
Socceroos left for their controversial tour to 
Europe and Asia, Gutendorf said the time 
for experiments was over. He said he would 
use the tour to blend his squad into a settled, 
cohesive, unit. 

Unfortunately, the whole World Cup 
po apart at the seams on that 
trip. Socceroos returned home in disar- 
ray, only four or five of the 18-man squad 
having demonstrated they were certain 
selections for the World Cup. 

Gutendorf claimed, at that time, that the 
squad WAS settled, barring, of course, 
three or four players who did not satisfy him 
on the tour.

Alan Sunderland almost certainly will play for Brisbane Lions this winter. 
The quick striking Arsenal forward has agreed terms with Lions, and 
Sunderland and his wife are expected to fly to Australia on June 2 and stay until 


mid July. 

Lions’ secretary Laurie Oudendyk said: “We have 
agreed to all terms put to us by Arsenal to date and hope to 
soon have their final agreement.” 

The club would meet Sunderland’s fee, return air fares 
and accommodation for two and player insurance. 

Arsenal would not charge for his services. 

Oudendyk said: “The actual dates are being finalised 
and naturally we are after the maximum possible number 
of home games whilst he is here. 


“Under the agreement he will not be able to play more 
than six matches, neither will he be permitted to train more 
than two nights per week.” 

The go-ahead Brisbane outfit is also negotiating with 
Everton's England striker Bob Latchford, but it would 
require a special dispensation from the PSL for them to 
field two guests at the one time.

THE USA 


With the NSW State U15 team about the play its first game in Los 
Angeles, I thought it would be appropriate to let readers know some of 
the information gained by the Merewether Ladies team during their trip 


between $USII and $USI4 per game. 

Club Soccer in California is under the 
California Youth Soccer Association and 
divided between Northern and Southern 
California. 

There are various regions and leagues 
under this organisation covering both bo} 
and girls and, for the most part, it is the 
highest level of Soccer available. 

Players for club Soccer are picked by 
coaches and can be retained from year to 
year with the permission of the player, 

Recreational Soccer is controlled by 
various civic groups and organisations and 
normally compete within their own areas. 
The level of play is usually below club 
Soccer standard. 

A limited number of players can be 
retained by a team from year to year with 
the balance of the team assigned from new 
players or those dropped from the team the 
previous year. 

The American Youth Soccer organisa- 
tion is a national group and has the lowest 
level of play. 

There is no player retention from year to 
year and teams are formed each season 
with an attempt to make the sides as even 
as possible. This is based on ratings given 
by last season coaches or from try-outs at 
the start of the season. 

Each player assigned to a team must play 
at least half a game in each match. 

All coaches and referees are volunteers. 
Many A.Y.S.O. coaches are first-time 
coaches and most have never played Soc- 
cer. A typical region would have 2,000 
children participating in the programme. 
There could be up to five regions in the one 
area. 

The normal Soccer season for all of the 
leagues and organisations starts in Se, 
tember and runs through to January with 
play-offs and the like running to March or 
early April. 

Spring Soccer is fast becoming popular 
and runs from April to June. 

The age divisions for the Youth Associa- 
tion Soccer are Under 19, Under 16, Under 
14, Under 12, Under 10 and Under 8 years 
of age. 

The duration of the games is 45 minutes 
each half for Under 19; 40 minute halves 
for Under 16; 35 minutes for under 14s; 30 
minutes for Under 12s and 25 minute 
halves for Under 10s and Under 8 players. 

An interesting item in the constitution 
relates to the coaching of teams. 


The coach may not use any mechanical 
devices, the tone of his voice must be 
informative and not a harangue. Each 
coach and substitute is to remain within the 
coaching area. This is defined as being an 
area 10 yards on either side of the half-way 
point. 

No coach, substitute or player is to make 
derogatory remarks or gestures to the re- 
feree spectators or other players!

TODAY'S FOOTBALL

Coaching of The Football Association, England to FIFA News are so deep 
and significant that those interested in looking for solutions to the problems of 


today's football will be interested in reading them. 


. They may then use them 


as a basis in their attempts at solving the existing problems to the advantage 


of our sport in the fufure. 


Mr Allan Wade writes:— 

“The July edition of FIFA News. possibly 
was one of the most significant of the many 
editions Published so far. In his extremely 

erceptive and honest Editorial René 
yurte said so many things and identified 
so many problems which a few of us have 
been referring to for almost a decade. For 
myself, as the most senior member of the 
UEFA Technical Committee, I have asked 
the European Association to set up a series 
cof seminars involving referees, club presi- 
dents, trainers, players and not least legis- 
lators (not lawyers!), with specific terms of 
reference, to identify the root causes and to 
ropose fundamental remedies for the dif- 
pas problems which face football today. 


. 


I am speaking of course of the football 
which is the shop window of the game: the 
football (or lack of it) which was seen in 
Argentina_and more recently in Italy 
during the European Championships. 


What are the problems? As René Courte 
stated in his Editorial (and if he didn’t state 
it quite like this I am sure that he intended 
to) football needs to find out before it is 
too late: 


1. “hy high level competitive football, 
iucreasingly, is dull and boring to watch. 


2. If his public wants to see entertaining 
football what do they consider enter- 
taining football to be. 


3. Having identified this problem we must 
find out how to solve it, how to pers- 
uade or coerce terms into being enter- 
taining. 


Football must also decide whether it 
wants matches to be watched by living and 
breathing spectators who make turnstiles 
click and generate so much of the big 
match atmosphere or merely by television 
cameras. How important economically and 
how important socially is the ‘in stadium’ 
spectator? How much does football need 
television and how much does television 
need football? 


. 


. 
In the light of recent experiences in Italy 
and despite Seftor Raimondo Saporta’s 
great wisdom and even greater optimism, 
can the gret majority of matches to be 
layed, using the same mini-league system 
for the World Cup in Spain, produce other 
than a catastrophically-increased number 
of boring, uneventful and deadly dull 
matches? 

‘You are so right, René Courte, to ask if 
football needs the money from television 
and if so for what? It seems to some of us 
that even allowing for the vast sums paid to 
players, the game is obsessed with generat- 
ing more and more money with no real 
strategical plan for its use. 

Football, to have the future which it 
deserves, must have a place for clever 
individualism for players who can and who 
are encouraged to do things differently. At 
the moment we reward efficiency and 
penalise excellence. To be entertaining, 
the game has to reward and te 
excellence even at the expense of effi- 


ciency. 

In the same edition of the Bulletin, my 
friend Gyérgy Szilagyi from pie ate asks 
some vital questions of referees. Why don't 
referees use the full powers which they 
have at their disposal? Why are we always 
looking to make life easier for referees? 
aWhy are we al seeking to excuse 
players? If people deliberately waste time 
why not have an official timekeeper so that 
no second is lost? If players set out to cheat 
and beat the laws of the game why not send 
them off? 

Basically of course what we need to 
decide, very urgently, is what sort of a 
game do we want to bequeath to our 
successors. Do we want to leave a game 
which has no place for risk, for deception 
and artistic cleverness? Do we want to 
leave a game which has bored the true 
enthusiasts out of the grounds and into 
their armchairs? Do we want to leave a 
game in which goal-scoring has become as 
rare as dribbling? Surely we don't want to 
leave a game in which attrition and en- 
deavour have replaced artistry? If not we 
had better start to do something about it 
today, tomorrow will be too late.”

Moving up to first division, the situation isn't much 
better. 

Raith Rovers, a club which once had crowds of 30,000 
for important matches, pulled in just 1,500 people for the 
game against Berwick Rangers . . . even though Raith are 
involved in a thrilling challenge for promotion to premier 
division.
